EWSPAPER MEN, in their jour- 

nalese, call the Vatican ‘‘the 
Pope’s Kitchen,’’ where many secret 
political coneoctions have been brewed 
throughout the centuries. And just 
now, as we write, the pots there are 
about to boil over. All they needed, it 
seems, were the secret ingredients 
brought over by plane from Washing- 
ton by Archbishop Spellman of New

York, who stopped over for some addi- : 


tional spices at Madrid. 


The American people are justly irked 
that the war policy and foreign affairs 
of their nation should be thus secretive- 
ly entrusted to prelates of the Catholic 
church—whose head is himself a Chief 
of State but existing only by agreement 
with the enemy Fascist State of Italy. 
It is in bold contradiction of the cher- 
ished popular belief that in the United 
States we have separation of church 
and state. It furthermore enhances the 
Roman Catholic church over the ma- 
jority Protestant churches as a whole. 
It makes the Vatican again, as in me- 
dieval times, the political center of the 
world, and gives the impression that 
the President and the Pope are secretly 
conspiring over the heads of the Ameri- 
can people.

Likewise in Rome, he not 
only held extraordinary daily confer- 
ences during his first week there with 
the Pope on non-church matters, but 
also with Ciano and Diego von Bergen, 
representatives respectively of Musso- 
lini and Hitler, and also with von Rib- 
bentrop, Hitler’s astute Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. Among other enemy 
representatives, he also presumably con- 
ferred with General Harada, Japanese 
envoy to the Vatican.

O GENERAL HENRI GIRAUD 

the United Nations have entrusted 
the liberation of the French people 
from the yoke of their Nazi-Fascist 
conquerors. He escaped from a German 
fortress to Vichy France and thence to 
North Africa to take part in the Amer- 
ican and British invasion of French 
North Africa. 


Yet even General Giraud does not 
seem to have abandoned the Catholic- 
Fascist aims of the anti-democratic 
Pétain-Laval regime. After his sensa- 
tional escape from the German fortress, 
he submitted to Marshal Pétain a 
lengthy document outlining the causes 
of the collapse of France in 1940. 
Among these causes he lists the lack of 
authority in government, in business, 


in the army, and throughout society in 
general, especially noticeable, he says, 
since the Americans landed in the First 
World War. 


Most astounding of all is the remedy 
recommended by him to Pétain, for it 
is nothing less than a military authori- 
tarian regime for France similar to 
what he saw in Nazi Germany during 
his imprisonment there. As recorded in 
Life magazine for February 1, 1942, he 
told Pétain: 


“Sincere Frenchmen who have been in 
Germany as prisoners of war can bear 
witness to its prosperity and to its phys- 
ical and moral health. Admittedly the 
Germans do not perhaps have liberty, 
but there is certainly neither disorder 
nor anarchy. Everywhere it is work, 
the only fortune for a people which 
wishes to live and live happily. May 
France remember and profit by it.’ 


If such is the conviction of General 
Giraud, who praises both the ‘‘ physical 
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and moral health’’ of Nazi Germany, 
then the virus of Nazism and Fascism 
will be more difficult to destroy than 
most Americans think.

PLAYING UP THE ‘RED MENACE’ 


PLITTING the United Nations by 

playing up fear of the ‘Red Men- 
ace’ of Russian Communism is the last 
hope of Hitler and Mussolini. As the 
Axis armies run backwards on the 
Eastern front, the scare chorus about 
the bolshevik bogey increases. Wise 
warnings have been issued to counter- 
act its effect on those in the United 
States, Britain and Europe who fear a 
victorious Russia. 


No mention has been made, however, 
of the fact that the prelude to the re 
cent Berlin dramatization of the ‘Red 
Menace’ was played from the Vatican 
in Pope Pius XII’s Christmas broad- 
east. ‘‘Marxian Socialism’’ was the sole 
‘ism’ named by the pope and singled 
out by him for explicit condemnation. 
Goebbels and Goering followed, on Jan- 
uary 30, by plaintively pleading the 
theme that Nazi Germany is the sole 
bulwark against this threat overhang- 
ing all of Europe, England included. 
They described the Axis war against 
Russia as a ‘‘erusade’’ for religion and 
declared that ‘‘the fight for Christian 
ity must be continued.”’ 


The week following the Goebbels 
Goering outburst, Catholic bishop 
James E. Kearney of Rochester, N. Y, 
joined the chorus by urging ‘‘the estab 
lishment of a Christian democracy”’ 2 
a speech before the Newman Club Feé 
eration on February 7.

Russia and the United Nations. Hitler, 
for instance, agrees perfectly with the 
Bishop of Berlin when he says that 
‘‘the will of God is the determinant of 
right and justice,’’ interpreting this to 
mean that he (Hitler) is God’s instru- 
ment to bring it to pass. In any ease, 
we may rest assured that the Gestapo 
would never have allowed this pastoral 
letter to be printed or distributed if it 
condemned or adversely criticized Nazi- 
ism. 


On the other hand, there was no ob- 
security in von Preysing’s specifie con- 
demnation of ‘‘the resistance against 
God’s rule in the eighteenth century, 
the century which proclaimed the pri- 
macy of human intelligence.’’ It is well 
to recall that this was the century of 
the French and American Revolutions. 
Nor did the bishop leave any room for 
doubt as to his meaning when he de- 
clared that the Catholic church ‘‘in its 
Syllabus has condemned the temporary 
errors of liberalism.’’ This Syllabus of 
Errors of Pius IX, as well as his En- 
cyclical Quanta Cura, condemns all the 
principles of democratic liberalism en- 
shrined in the United States Constitu- 
tion. But these specific condemnations 
of democracy were deliberately omit- 
ted in the press reports as well as in 
Senator Mead’s declamation in the 
Senate.

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THE STORY OF MY CONVERSION 


By Rev. J. A. GiaurERE 
(Former Priest) 


“For they, being ignorant of God’s righteousness and going about to establish their 
own righteousness, have not submitted themselves unto the righteousness of God.” 


Rom. 10:3 


AFTER his conversion, the Rev. J. A. Giguere came to realize how truly the 
above passage of Scripture can be applied to priests in the Catholic church as well 
as to the people whom they teach. Knowing from his own experience as a priest 
the many things that prevent them from submitting themselves unto God’s right. 
eousness, he hopes that some of them may be enlightened by the following story 


of his own conversion: 


EARLY SURROUNDINGS 

I was born in French Canada and 
therefore it is hardly necessary to say 
that I was brought up a Roman Cath- 
olic. I became a priest in fulfillment 
of a condition of my father’s second 
marriage to the sister of the parish 
priest. My father was poor with two 
sons and two daughters, and the priest 
offered to support him and us after his 
marriage, provided the boys became 
priests and the girls nuns. Thus my 
brother and I had no choice in the mat- 
ter. 


ROMAN CATHOLIC TRAINING 

My whole boyhood was spent under 
the influence of priests of the Roman 
echureh—as an‘ altar boy, in Catholic 
school, college and seminary. 


Nothing, however, was taught me 
about the Bible as containing all that 
is necessary for salvation. A little time 
was devoted to ‘‘Bible History,’’ but 
this was strictly according to Roman 
Catholic interpretation. I was warned 
that the Bible was a ‘‘very old book’’ 
and that it was dangerous to read much 
of it. 


Once in the seminary when I was pre- 
paring a sermon on the life of Saint 
Anne, one of the favorite saints in 
French Canada, I told my professor 


that I could not find anything about 
her in the New Testament. He warned 
me again not to trust the Bible too 
much. After I became a priest, a Prot- 
estant once asked me what proof had I 
of the existence of purgatory. Immed- 
iately I answered that it could be 
proved from the Bible. But when he 
handed me a Bible to prove it, I was 
amazed that I could not find anything 
about purgatory in it. I tried to hide 
my embarrassment by saying that it 
was a Protestant Bible and that all 
mention of purgatory might have been 
purposely omitted. But I discovered 
later that purgatory was also missing 
even in the Roman Catholic version of 
the Bible. 


Many incidents of this kind enabled 
me to begin to see a faint glimmering 
of the light, although it was many year 
before the day fully broke. 


SUPREME AUTHORITY OF ROME 
Since the coming of Fascism, every- 
body knows something about totalitar 
ian leadership. But this kind of indit 
putable authority has always been exer 
cised by the head of the Catholit 
church in Rome. It is not permittél 
to anyone even to think that the pop 
could ever be wrong in spiritual and 
doctrinal matters. Once the |

speaks, no further doubt or discussion 
is allowed. 


Recently I took the courage to ask 
an outstanding political leader in Mon- 
treal how he could listen to the unin- 
spiring sermons of his parish priest 
Sunday after Sunday. He replied: 
“My priest has been appointed by 
Rome; his teachings are from Rome. | 
have only to obey what he says and be 
satisfied with my catechism, my prayer- 
book and my beads.’’ 


PREJUDICES 


I had been brought up with the con- 
viction that outside of the Roman Cath- 
olie church there is no salvation. So it 
happened that even when I left the 
priesthood I was still careful not to 
mix with Protestants. I even thought 
then that it was better to be a bad Cath- 
olie than a Protestant. 


As a boy I remember attempting to 


look inside a Protestant church to see 
whether the devil was really in there, as 
I had been instructed. One day, how- 
ever, I was invited to a meeting by some 
friends, and discovered after I got there 
that I was attending a Protestant church 
service. This, I thought, is the worst 
thing I have done yet. But I remained, 
anyway, and was surprised to find out 
that the people were worshipping God 
and praying to him, and that none of 
them were insulting the Virgin Mary! 
In Catholic countries the people are 
taught that Protestants spend much of 
their time in church mocking the Vir- 
gin Mary. 


THE BIBLE DANGEROUS 


Another thing that prevented me, 
even after I left the priesthood, from 
submitting myself to the righteousness 
of God was the Bible itself. I had been 
taught that the Bible was a Protestant 
book, and therefore was not a safe guide 
to salvation. In Catholic Canada the 
people are sometimes given a book called 


the Gospel, a specially prepared ver- 
sion of the four Gospels in one. When 
the priests are asked why they do not 
encourage the people to read the whole 
Bible, they say: ‘‘For the ignorant 
people the Bible is dangerous. We 
priests are appointed by God to tell the 
people all they need to know about God 
and salvation.”’

SALVATION BY WORKS 

This is the most deadly principle in 
Roman Catholic teaching. The true 
Christian believer knows that, ‘‘By 
grace ye are saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God: Not of works, lest any man should 
boast. For we are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works, which God hath ordained that 
we should walk in them.’’ (Ephes. 
2 :9-10) 


But the Roman Catholie church 
teaches the opposite: that men can be 
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saved through their own works of pen- 
ance, self-denial and observance of the 
many man-made laws of the church. 
It reverses the teaching of Christ when 
he says (John 15:5): ‘‘I am the vine, 
ye are the branches.’’ This means that 
we draw life out of Him alone, and be- 
cause of this connection with Him 
through faith, we bear much fruit, that 
is, good works. But, according to the 
teaching of the Church of Rome, the 
fruit or the good works give life to the 
faithful. But how could the fruit of 
atree give life to its branches?

UNCERTAINTY OF SALVATION 

Although the church of Rome pro- 
fesses to teach that Jesus Christ died to 
save sinners, it does not believe that 
this is sufficient. It teaches that the 
sinner must still earn his own salvation, 
and that the best he can hope for, even 
after his sins are pardoned by the 
priest, is that he will go to purgatory 
when he dies. He must live in perpetual 
fear and trembling that he may not be 
fully pardoned for his sins in confes- 
son. This is the reason Catholics are 
urged to pay money to have masses said 
for souls after they die. 

All this nullifies the real work of

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PERSECUTION OF PRIESTS 
IN POLAND 


EPORTS from Switzerland tell of 

renewed Nazi persecution of the 
Poles. The N. Y. Times of February 21 
mentions one region in the vicinity of 
Gniezno-Poznan where out of 4,500 
priests ‘‘8Q0 have been killed and 3,000 
others, including several bishops, have 
been sent to concentration camps.’’ 


Simple-minded reasoning which looks 
for a two-word solution of complex 
problems would prove from the above 
facts that Hitler is determined to ex- 
terminate the Catholic church. A fuller 
and more considered view of the ques- 
tion shows that Roman Catholicism is 
only an accidental factor in the persecu- 
tion of Poland. Hitler’s especial and 
utterly insane hatred of the Poles cen- 
ters in the fact that they were a large 
fast-growing nation of‘‘mongrel Slavs’’ 
that oceasioned the war by their un- 
willingness to bow before his unjust 
demands. He has always looked with 
unspeakable contempt on this neighbor- 
ing ‘‘slave race’’ whose fertility threat- 
ened the future of his German ‘‘ master 
race.’’ 


Poland, during its centuries of perse- 
cution, had, like Ireland, fused in in- 
separable fashion its national patri- 
otism and its Catholicism. To attack 
Poland was to the minds of the Poles 
to attack Catholicism. The clergy of 
Poland rallied to defense of the father- 
land and hurled defiance in the face of 
the German invaders. With all other 
leaders and organizations destroyed, 
Catholic churches and the Catholic cler- 
gy served as rallying points for the 
decimated and outraged Poles. 


From private reports we have also 
learned of the persecution of the clergy

of the National Catholic Polish chureh, 
This church broke from Rome and hag 
its own bishops and priests who are al- 
lowed to marry. It has thrived in Polish 
sections in the United States, especially 
in Pennsylvania. Bishop Joseph Pad- 
ewski, head of this church in Poland, 
was recently placed in German Concen- 
tration Camp, Lager XII, Number 523, 
according to a report by Bishop Francis 
Hodur, head of the church in the United 
States. Bishop Padewski, now in concen. 
tration camp, is a naturalized American 
citizen. 


That Hitler’s violent destruction of 
Poland had nothing to do with Poland’s 
Catholicism as such is seen from his 
entirely different treatment of other 
Catholic nations such as Slovakia (whose 
President is a Catholic monsignor) and 
Hungary. It is clear that he would have 
treated the Poles in the same way 
whether they were Orthodox Catholics 
or Mohammedans. He persecutes the 
Poles not because they are Catholics, 
but because they are Poles; he perse 
cutes them not because of their Catholi- 
cism but in spite of it. 


Most shameful factor in the perseect- 
tion of the Poles was the refusal of both 
Pius XI and of Pius XII to protest 
against it. While Polish Jewry was al 
most exterminated and Polish Catholie 
slaughtered and imprisoned, the pope 
kept silence and continued their passive 
assistance to Nazidom. The Vatican ha 
refused to appoint an envoy to tt 
Polish Government-in-Exile. Just last 
fall in the face of a world-wide protest 
of Polish patriots and in violation d 
the concordat with Poland, the pop 
approved of the Nazi-inspired appoint 
ment of German Bishop Breitinger ove 
a diocese in Poland.

ILLIAM R. CROWLEY, re- 

signed member of the New York 
City Board of Education, was accused

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PRO-GERMANISM OF POPE PIUS XIl

(The writer of the following article was for many years connected with the 
League of Nations in a responsible diplomatic capacity.) 


HILE secretive Archbishops 

and steel magnates fly the 

airways from Washington to 

Madrid and Rome, the time 
seems remote when clerical politicians 
complained that the Secret Treaty of 
London in 1915 deprived Allied states- 
men of papal collaboration and guid- 
ance at Versailles. There has always 
been irony in the fact that the world’s 
most secretive chancellery should have 
become on that occasion the protagonist 
of plain public dealings. 


It is not generally known, however, 
that the reasons which led the Allies to 
exclude the Pope from the Peace Con- 
ference were connected with the activi- 
ties of Monsignor Eugenio Pacelli, now 
Pope Pius XII. 


HIS TWELVE YEARS IN GERMANY 


Monsignor Pacelli’s life has been di- 
vided between his native Italy and 
Germany where he spent twelve crucial 
years. Nunzio in Munich in 1917, he 
has dealt with the Kaiser and with the 
Republic, with revolutionary commit- 
tees and Nazi conspirators. He was a 
friend of Friedrich Ebert, first presi- 
dent of the German Republic, and an 
intimate of Germany’s monumental 
Hindenburg under whose presidency he 
concluded a concordat with Prussia. He 
witnessed Hitler’s tempestuous begin- 
nings in Munich and the machinations 
of his agents in Berlin. Viscount d’Ab- 
ernon, Britain’s first ambassador to the 
Weimar Republic, in his Memoirs calls 
Pacelli ‘‘the best informed man in the 
Reich.”’ 


His mission in Munich in 1917 was 
not the starting point of his German 
career. Even before the first world war, 
Monsignor Pacelli had been Papal State 
Secretary Gasparri’s most trusted ex- 
pert on German affairs. It was no mere 
chance that in the very first months of 
the war he was stationed in Switzerland 
where he started with great devotion, 
tact and zeal, a truly Christian and hu- 
manitarian movement—the exchange of 
prisoners of war. Yet, while there 
he had frequent contacts with the 
Kaiser’s propaganda chief, his old ae- 
quaintance Matthias Erzberger, for 
years a leading member of the Reich- 
stag’s Catholic Center Party. It was 
with Matthias Erzberger in Switzer- 
land that Pacelli engaged in the nego- 
tiations which deeply shocked Italy’s 
liberal Government, and which ae- 
counted largely for its opposition to the 
Vatican’s participation in the peace 
settlement. 


All his life Eugenio Pacelli has ta- 
ken an active part in one of the most 
secret and complex intrigues of our 
time: the patient struggle of the Pa- 
pacy to regain and extend its temporal 
power. In this struggle, for the last 
seventy years, whenever a major issue 
of international politics was at stake, 
the Vatican has hitched its star to the 
Germanic juggernaut. 


HIS TIE-UP WITH FASCISM 

The Lateran Treaty in 1929 between 
the Vatican and Mussolini restored the 
sovereignty of the Pope and allied the 
Vatican to the Italian Fascist Govern 
ment. It also brought about a world 
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wide coordination of authoritarian 
powers of the corporative and national- 
istic type, and the eventual entrance of 
Italy into the camp of Nazi Germany. 
Thus in 1940, after the fall of France 
and the proclamation of Marshal Pé- 
tain’s Fascist French State, it looked 
as if in the present World War Vatican 
policy had gained substantial progress 
where it had failed in the previous one. 


At the end of this war, when dele- 
gates of all countries will gather in an 
international peace conference, the 
Pope, for the first time in more than 
a hundred years, will again be repre- 
sented as a ruling monarch—provided 
that his miniature State is still intact. 
He expects to exercise considerable au- 
thority, although as a temporal ruler 
his influence will be less than that of 
Pope Pius VII at the Congress of 
Vienna in 1815. Today, as Chief of 
State of Vatican City he possesses only 
a formal, juridical status. But he will 
have real power because of his self- 
assumed status as ‘‘Chief of Christen- 
dom,’’ a notion cleverly introduced, for 
more than ten years, into public inter- 
national discussions and, after centur- 
ies of obliteration, re-admitted into the 
general language of diplomacy even in 
non-Catholic countries. As ‘‘Chief of 
Christendom,’’ the Pope would take 
rank above all other Chiefs of State— 
just as the Papal Nunzio on the conti- 
nent of Europe as well as in Latin 
America automatically becomes ‘‘dean’’ 
of the diplomatie corps. 





“CHIEF OF CHRISTENDOM” 


The idea of a Chief of Christendom, 
himself also a Chief of State, presiding 
over an assembly of Chiefs of State, is 
a medieval conception which has no 
Place in our twentieth-century demo- 
cratic world. It has been revived for 
political reasons, and unless denounced, 
will prove a dangerous challenge to 
freedom and progress. For just as the 
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equality of individuals, the equality of 
nations is a fundamental principle of 
democracy. 





EUGENIO PACELLI—NOW POPE

.. . has always been known for his 
strong German leanings,’’ says his 
official Catholic biographer, Kees van 
Hoek. 


To recognize one Chief of State as 
senior and permanent hierarchical chief 
of all-other States would be to set up 
an authoritarian world monarchy, even 
though the term ‘monarchy’ may not 
be used. Caesar Augustus in ancient 
Rome refused the unpopular title of 
king and preferred to be called ‘‘Im- 
perator,’’ a dignity which the Roman 
Republic used to bestow temporarily 
upon a Supreme Commander appointed 
in a national emergency. Hitler played 
the same trick in Germany. It would 
have been easy for him to have had 
himself crowned Emperor. Instead, he 
found it more expedient to leave the 
Constitution of the Weimar Republic 
legally in force and to assume the less 
conspicous name of Fuehrer or Leader 
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—the ‘‘Mein Fuehrer’”’ standing for 
the old-fashioned ‘‘ Your Majesty’’ or 
‘*Sire.’? 


Protestant nations, it is to be hoped, 
will not accept this new international 
slogan of a ‘‘Chief of Christendom’’ 
which the Holy See is trying to smuggle 
into general acceptance. Whatever the 
illusions of clerical politicians who be- 
lieve in the re-establishment of the 
supra-national rule of the Papacy, their 
schemes are bound to work to the ad- 
vantage of imperialist Germany. 


Recent statements by Mr. Elmer 
Davis as well as Vatican diplomatic 
activity seem to indicate that the Axis 
Powers are seeking the mediation of 
the Holy See. If the Government of 
the Protestant Kaiser tried to enlist the 
support of the Vatican, there is no 
reason why Hitler’s predominantly 
Catholic Greater Germany should re- 
frain from appealing to the Pope, now 
that even the most fanatical Nazis can 
no longer hope to conelude the war by 
a crushing Axis victory. The last time 
the Pope’s collaboration in post-war ar- 
rangements was made impossible by 
Article 15 of the Secret Treaty of Lon- 
don between Italy and the Allies. This 
explicit exclusion of the Pope from the 
Peace Conference has ever since been 
branded by Catholic politicians as a vil- 
lainous manoeuvre of international 
Freemasonry. They still point to the 
absence of a delegate of the Holy See 
at Versailles and Neuilly in 1919 as the 
deeper cause for the failure of the 
Peace Treaties and of the League of 
Nations. 


TREATY OF LONDON 


The real history of Article 15 of the 
Treaty of London and the reasons for 
the exclusion of the Pope from the 
Peace Conference have never been fully 
understood in this country. The Ameri- 
ean public does not know that Italy de- 
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manded and that the Allies agreed up- 
on the exclusion of the Pope from the 
future peace settlement because they 
had evidence that some of the most 
prominent clericals at the Holy See 
were favoring the Central Powers, and 
had for months discussed and planned 
a secret German proposal to reconsti- 
tute in Rome a Papal State with inter- 
nationally guaranteed access to the sea.

SECRET VATICAN TREATY WITH 
GERMANY 

One of Erzberger’s chief objectives 
was to secure diplomatic immunity and 
extra-territorial rights for the Holy 
See. As early as October, 1914, a few 
weeks after his appointment as chief 
of foreign propaganda, he suggested 
the establishment of a small neutral 
Papal State in that part of Rome which 
lies on the left bank of the Tiber, with 
a corridor to the sea and a port. His 
negotiations finally led to a draft treaty 
“regarding the recognition of the tem- 
poral power of the Pope.’’ This treaty, 
he says, had the approval of ‘‘compe- 
tent personalities of the German For- 
eign Office.’’ The first version was sub- 
mitted by Erzberger and his friends in 
Vatican circles in the beginning of 
1915. It was formulated with charac- 
teristic thoroughness. 


The following extracts of this secret 
treaty are from Erzberger’s book 
(pages 127ff.) : 


Article I 


The temporal power of the Pope is rec- 
ognized by the High Contracting Powers 
as extending over a territory including 
Vatican Hill and a strip of land connecting 
it with the Tiber and with the railroad to 
Viterbo and to be designated as Church 
State... 

Article II 


The Church State is permanently inde- 
pendent and neutral. Its independence and 
neutrality are guaranteed by the High 
Contracting Powers.

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Article III 
Sovereign of the Church State is the 
Pope. 
During the vacancy of the Apostolic 


Chair the sovereignty is exercised by the 
College of Cardinals. 


Article IV 


Citizens of the Church States are: Papal 
legates, nunzios and inter-nunzios, mem- 
bers of the Papal Court, officials of the 
administrations and palaces of the Church 
State, members of the Palace guards as 


well as ecclesiastics permanently residing 
in the Church State... 


Article V 


The Kingdom of Italy pledges to render 
the Tiber navigable for ocean-going ships 
with draught of five meters, along the bor- 
der of the Church State and thence to the 
sea, within two years from the ratification 
of the present treaty. 

Papal ships can at all times navigate on 
the Tiber to and from the sea without be- 
ing subject to the authority of the Italian 
State. Should Italy be at war or should it, 
for other reasons, deem necessary to close 
the Tiber waterway to general traffic, a 
channel is to be kept open for Papal ships, 
and river pilots are to be placed at their 
disposal. 

Papal ships shall be treated by the High 
Contracting Powers as extra-territorial in 
peace and in war and not subject to inter- 
ference by a foreign power... 


Article VI 


The Kingdom of Italy will pay to the 
Holy See within six months after the rati- 
fication of the present Treaty the sum of 
500,000,000 Lire, to cover the cost of the 
Papal Court and of the administration of 
the Church State. 


Article VII 


The sovereignty of the Church State 
includes finances and jurisdiction .. . 


Article VIII 


Diplomatic representatives of foreign 
powers accredited to the Holy See enjoy 
within the territory of the Kingdom of 
Italy the same privileges and exemptions 
as diplomatic representatives of the same 
rank accredited to the Kingdom of Italy 
. .. In case of a state of war or a break 
in diplomatic relations between the Power 
they represent and the Kingdom of Italy, 
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they have to take residence in the Church 
State... 
Article IX 
The High Contracting Powers, after the 
ratification of the present Treaty, will in- 
vite all those powers which are not signa- 
tories of this treaty to recognize the tem- 
poral power of the Pope over the terri- 
tories designated in Article I as well as 
the extra-territorial status of Papal ships 
as provided in Article V. 


Article X 


This Treaty shall be ratified as soon as 
possible. 


Ratification documents will be deposit- 
ed with the Holy See. 


The Treaty enters into force on the 
day on which ratification documents have 
been deposited. 


It is not astonishing that the liberal 
Government of Italy should have re- 
sented this planned infringement of 
their country’s sovereignty by Ger- 
many and the Vatican. Nor was this all. 
Germany has never given without re- 
ceiving. Only indirectly does Herr Erz- 
berger inform his readers of the assis- 
tance which Germany had received and 
was to receive from the Holy See. 


INTERNATIONAL CATHOLIC COMMIT- 
TEE 


After Italy entered the war on the 
side of the Allies, Erzberger, as the 
Kaiser’s chief of propaganda, organ- 
ized in collaboration with an emissary 
of the Papal Secretary of State, an In- 
ternational Catholic Committee im 
which each country was represented by 
five or seven delegates. Its object was to 
urge upon all belligerents that the ter- 
ritorial independence and the political 
freedom of the Holy See should be 
guaranteed in the future peace. This 
International Catholic Committee and 
several of its sub-committees met re- 
peatedly in Switzerland and Holland. 
Its chief purpose was to explain the 
German viewpoint to the world. Erz- 
berger tells us that the high official of 
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the Roman Curia with whom he negoti- 
ated in Switzerland was in charge of 
the exchange of prisoners of war. He 
was Monsignor Eugenio Pacelli, the 
present Pope Pius XII. 


PAPAL PEACE OFFENSIVE 


Negotiations between Erzberger and 
Pacelli continued throughout 1916. In 
June of that year Erzberger was ‘‘ asked 
by the German Secretary of State to in- 
form the Vatican that the German Gov- 
ernment was willing to accept the good 
services of the Pope in the matter of 
peace and would appreciate them.’’ He 
at once consulted with his ‘‘friend, the 
representative of the Papal Secretary 
of State in Switzerland’’ [Pacelli], who 
believed that the time had come for 
‘‘winning the peace.’’ But after the 
Vatican peace move had produced its 
first results, it was checked by a paral- 
lel intervention of the German Foreign 
Office through Spain. The results which 
Berlin wished to obtain in 1916 were 
only of a diplomatic and psychological 
nature. Germany was in fact merely 
trying to disintegrate the home front of 
the Allies and to obtain a clear picture 
of the political situation in the Allied 
eamp. The Papal peace move thus suit- 
ed the Kaiser’s purpose. 


In 1917, after Eugenio Pacelli had 
been appointed Nunzio in Munich, Wil- 
helm II became more outspoken in his 


demands. According to Pope Pius 
XII’s official biography by Kees van 
Hoek (published in London in 1939 by 
Burns, Oates & Washburn, Ltd., pub- 
lishers to the Holy See), the Kaiser 
told Monsignor Pacelli ‘‘that the Pope 
should mobilize the Episcopate all over 
the world in a moral peace offensive and 
begin by using his special influence on 
Catholic States by promoting [a separ- 
ate] peace between Italy and Austria.” 
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JESUIT PROPAGANDA AMONG PROT- 
ESTANTS 

Erzberger’s propaganda mission end- 
ed shortly after Pacelli had taken up 
residence in Germany. With laudable 
frankness Erzberger tells us (page 7) 
that he had been assisted by ‘‘a number 
of Jesuit priests who rendered us ex- 
tremely valuable services in enlighten- 
ing foreign countries.’’ Nor were these 
propaganda activities limited to Cath- 
olic circles. It should be of interest to 
Protestants in America to discover that 
this prominent Roman Catholic politi- 
cian, working hand in glove with the 
highest dignitaries of the Pope, also or- 
ganized what was known as ‘‘ Weekly 
Evangelical Letters.’’ These letters 
were edited by Dr. Deissmann, Profes- 
sor of Protestant theology at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin and were addressed 
especially to American Protestants. 
“Professor Deissmann,’’ says Erzber- 
ger, ‘‘was very skillful in drawing up 
his mailing lists . . . We adapted the 
contents of these letters deliberately to 
American interests ... Professor Deiss- 
mann had reason to be satisfied with the 
response. The Secretary General of the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ 
in America, representing thirty evan- 
gelical church organizations with 125,- 
000 communities, maintained close rela- 
tions with him.’’ This gentleman might 
not have done so, had he known that 
these ‘‘Weekly Evangelical Letters’’ 
were financed and—in the last instance 
—directed by propaganda chief Erz- 
berger and his Jesuit assistants. 


Erzberger’s assassination in 1921 had 
been planned for some time. The young 
fanatics who killed him were only the 
instruments of others who wished to 
eliminate this man who knew too much, 
who already had said too much and who 
had been too closely connected with 
events in which the promoters of the 
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present World War saw Germany’s 
humiliation. 


PACELLI’S POST-WAR ACTIVITIES 


Monsignor Pacelli’s stay in Germany 
lasted in all more than twelve years. He 
was in Munich under the short-lived 
Bavarian Soviet Republic which he 
fought, and at the time of Hitler’s first 
putsch in 1923. When France occupied 
the industrial Ruhr Valley because Ger- 
many refused to continue reparations 
payments, the Nunzio, though not ac- 
eredited to Prussia, ostentatiously flew 
from the Bavarian capital to Duessel- 
dorf in the Prussian Rhineland, and in- 
duced his friend Achille Ratti, then 
Pope Pius XI, to publish an open con- 
demnation of the ‘‘Ruhr adventure.’ 
In 1925 he obtained a concordat with 
Bavaria, a concordat with Prussia in 
1929, after his appointment as Nunzio 
in Berlin, and in 1933 the famous con- 
cordat with the whole of Hitler’s Ger- 
many. 


“‘Cardinal Pacelli,’”’? wrote Kees van 
Hoek, his official Catholic biographer, 
in 1939, ‘‘has always been known for 
his strong German leanings.’’ 


Thus it is that Germans and Italians 
now have good reasons for looking for- 
ward hopefully to Pius XII’s mediation 
on their behalf. For his past history 
shows that, instead of condemning 
Hitler whom he knew well during the 
seven years of his stay in Munich, he 
negotiated a concordat with the Nazis 
just as he tried to negotiate one with 
the Kaiser’s Germany during the last 
war. He fears German radicals as much 
as his predecessor feared the bolshe- 
viks. Like Pius XI, he is connected 
with the Fascist bourgeoisie through his 
family. His uncle, a famous banker, was 
the founder and guiding spirit of the 
Banco di Roma, one of Italy’s greatest 
banks and investment houses. His bro- 
ther, Francesco Pacelli, who drafted

The Papacy undoubtedly can and 
will survive the present Fascist set-up 
in Italy, but in the lifetime of Eugenio 
Pacelli it will continue to support 
Italy’s vested interests and will con- 
tinue to remain pro-German under any

kind of a regime, provided it is not 
anti-Catholic. 

Today, Papal diplomacy is agail 
busy behind the scenes. Judging by it 
record in the last war and by the per 
sonal leanings of the present Pope and 
his Jesuit advisers, the Curia is not the 
disinterested and elevated tribunal 
which it is made to appear to Ameri 
cans. The Pope, too, has a political 
axe to grind. 
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By propagating the idea that the 
Pope as ‘‘Chief of Christendom”’ is to 
be dean and arbiter in the future peace 
conference, clerical politicians, how- 
ever, may render disservice to their 
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cause. Protestants as well as Orthodox

SABOTAGING RELIGIOUS FREEDOM 


EW in America would believe 
K it possible that at this mo- 

ment in modern history, 

spokesmen for any church 
would dispute the right of full religious 
freedom for all religions in all coun- 
tries. If this most important of the 
Four Freedoms is not secured by our 
victory in this global war, then all the 
fighting, suffering and dying will have 
been in vain. 

Yet the Jesuits dare to dispute the 
issue, and are openly demanding a 
brand of religious liberty that would 
deny freedom to minority religions op- 
posed to Roman Catholicism, that would 
create a monopoly of religious liberty 
for the Roman Catholic chureh, and 
that would actually require the police 
power of the State at times to perse- 
eute such minority religions. 

Real concern about religious liberty 
for everyone in all countries has been 
caused by the recent efforts of the Ro- 
man Catholic hierarchy to put an end to 
Protestant missionary activity in the 
countries of Central and South Amer- 
ica. Despite the united protest against 
this ‘‘ pretension of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy’’ by twenty-seven different 
Protestant denominations, Roman Cath- 
olic spokesmen have continued to press 


their preposterous demands with more 
insistence than ever. Most shocking of 
all that has been said or written so far 
on the matter from the Catholic side is 
a feature article on ‘‘Religious Free- 
dom’’ in the January 23 issue of 
America, most influential Catholic mag- 
azine in the United States. Written by 
Jesuit Father W. Eugene Shiels, asso- 
ciate editor of the magazine, it ex- 
presses official Catholic teaching. Fol- 
lowing are some of the principles on 
‘*religious freedom’’ laid down in this 
Jesuit magazine: 
“Religious liberty does not mean that 
men are free to serve God or not to 


serve Him, nor that they choose what- 
ever way pleases them in the matter.” 


“Religious liberty is one thing, broad 
religious activity quite another. Every 
State must preserve the true religion. 
But not every State must allow the 
broadest religious activity.” 


“Religion knows no freedom where 
citizens have the power to molest and 
distintegrate the [Catholic]Church.” 


“No one may be allowed to attack 
religion, whether by physical force or 
by the moral force called propaganda.” 


“Suppose that some country having 
a quite uniform religious picture ad- 
mits immigrants of another religion. 
Must it give the immigrant group the 
fullest privileges in propagating its 
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cult? Not unless that group can demon- 
strate, to the conviction of the State, a 


special Divine mandate to carry on its 
activity.” 







The above teaching refers particu- 
larly to countries such as Spain and 
Latin America where Protestant ‘‘im- 
migrants’’ endeavor to preach the Gos- 
pel. Against these, this Jesuit author 
advocates actual persecution by the 
State authority. He goes on to say: 

























“It might even happen in the dispensa- 
tion of Providence that Pilate be called 
upon to use his authority. The principle 
works both ways, because it is true, 
and Our Lord recognized the power of 
Pilate.” 
































Here is the ancient claim of the 
Catholic church to the right to perse- 
eute religious minorities wherever the 
church of Rome is specially attached 
to the State. Just as Jesus Christ Him- 
self, a minority of one against the 
priests of his time, was turned over to 
Pilate the Roman Governor to be sen- 
tenced to death, so this Jesuit magazine 
today holds that Protestants and others 
who enter a Catholic country to preach 
the Gospel can be handed over to the 
persecuting ‘‘Pilate’’ of the civil au- 
thority to be put to death for preaching 
a religion other than Roman Catholi- 
cism. 













































































This is not a new teaching of the 
church of Rome, which still maintains 
that heretics should be put to death. 
But seldom has it been so openly ex- 
pressed by Catholic spokesmen in mod- 
ern times. 






























PROTESTANT PROTEST AGAINST THIS 
JESUIT TEACHING 





ECESSARY but rather mild pro- 
test against the above Jesuit teach- 
ing on religious freedom was made by 
Rev. Robert A. Ashworth, editorial see- 
retary of the misnamed and futile Na- 
tional Conference of Christians and 
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Jews. It is encouraging, however, that 
at least one Protestant minister con- 
nected with this organization had the 
courage to challenge the Jesuits on the 
matter. Here is part of his letter, which 
was published in America of February 
13 (italies are his) : 


“I am disconcerted, non-plussed and 
confused by the article entitled, ‘Religi- 
ous Freedom a Necessity to Preserve 
Post-War World,’ by W. Eugene Shiels, 
that appears in your issue of January 23. 


Here is a man who conscientiously be- 
lieves that he has the truth. His consci- 
ence tells him that to serve God he must 
proclaim that truth. He holds, with the 
author of this article, that religious lib- 
erty means that he has ‘the right by na- 
ture (and not by some grant of govern- 
ment) to follow his conscience, that is, to 


serve God as he sees God wants to be 
served.’ 


But, on the following page, Father 
Shiels asserts that such a one cannot 
‘serve God as he sees God wants to be 
served’ without some grant of govern- 
ment, unless the group who believe as he 
does “can demonstrate, to the conviction 
of the State, a special Divine Mandate to 
carry on its activity.’ I confess to a large 
measure of confusion. 


What does the Catholic church mean by 
religious liberty? It is important that we 
should know, since it is a question re- 
peatedly and anxiously asked of us across 
the country. Does it mean one thing in 
the United States and another thing else- 
where? ... Has some one been kidding 


us?” 

We can answer for him by saying 
that the Catholic church has been ‘‘kid- 
ding’’ Protestants on this matter for 
many years, and getting away with it 
too.

ABOUT GEORGE M. COHAN 


MASONIC journal, The Scotish Rite Torch, 
is quoted by the February issue of ‘‘Chan- 
nel Counties Mason and Eastern Star’’ as 
follows: 


“The late George M. Cohan, who died 
on November 5, 1942, at the age of 
sixty-four, was a unique and versatile 
figure in the American theater, widely 
beloved for his plays, songs, and per- 
formances as an actor. 


He was known to be a Mason, and 
his burial by the traditional Roman 
Catholic Mass at St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral in New York City has occasioned 
some inquiries as to his Masonic mem- 
bership. There is nothing in Freemason- 
ry to prevent a Roman Catholic from 
receiving any of the degrees, as the 
Craft welcomes good men of all creeds. 
Many Roman Catholics have been ac- 
tive members of the Fraternity. 


Mr. Cohan was initiated on May 18, 
passed on August 17, and raised a 
Master Mason on November 16, all in 
the year 1905, in Pacific Lodge No. 
233, New York City. He became a Life 
Member of the Pacific Lodge, never 
withdrew or demitted, and was a mem- 
ber in good standing. He exemplified 
true Masonic teachings in the breadth 
and warmth of his friendships among 
all manner of men, and friends of many 
different faiths joined in mourning his 
passing. Less than a year before his 
death he presented his autographed 
photograph to the Library of the Su- 
preme Council.”

“BEHIND THE CROSS” IN FRANCO 
SPAIN 


FRANCO, “Butcher of Barcelona,’ is, 
like the Vatican, playing a game of double- 
dealing in these fateful days of world 
crisis. 


If you wonder why the quarter million 
American troops have been able to accom- 
plish so little in North Africa in the first 
few months after their arrival, realize 
that a large part of them have been on 
guard against a stab in the back by Fran- 
co. PM of February 19 says: 


“Spanish Morocco, in the rear of Gen, 
Dwight Ejisenhower’s’ expeditionary 
Army, must be watched every minute. 
Franco has an army of at least 175,000 
possibly 250,000, stationed there. Nazi 
officer instructors, loaned to Franco to 
train his native troops, are still with 
the Spanish force .. .” 


Meanwhile in Spain proper Franco 
maintains the closest cooperation with 
the Nazis. The N. Y. Times of last Febru- 
ary 12 says of Spain: 


“German influence is still great 
there and German information about 
Spain probably is as direct and com- 
plete as during the civil war . . . Esti- 
mates of Republicans still held in 
prison range from 200,000 to 500,000.” 


Equally close and effective is Franco’s 
co-operation with the Jesuits in trampling 
religious freedom underfoot. Latest proof 
of this horrifying Catholic inquisition is 
found in the carefully documented work 
of the Catholic anti-fascist intellectual, 
José Bergamin of Loyalist fame. A recent 
book review by Samuel Putnam says: 


“An exile in Mexico, Sefior Bergamin 
now publishes from that country his 
own terrible ‘J’Accuse.’ And that acct 
sation is leveled at the Spanish Chureh 
—at the Church and its collusion with 
the Fascist governments of Germany 
and Italy. Hence the title of the book, 
in itself. a ringing indictment: ‘Detras 
de la Cruz (Behind the Cross).’ The sub 
title is ‘Terrorism and Religious Perse- 
cution in Spain;’ for it is ‘behind the 
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cross’ that this terrorism and persecu- 
tion of Inquisition-like intensity are 
carried on.’’

MOVIES AND RADIO 


NATIONAL CONFERENCE of Christians 
and Jews, an interfaith organization, ably 
serves the political interests of Roman 
Catholicism. Its Religious News Service 
has flooded newspapers with propaganda 
write-ups that convince credulous people 
that the Catholic church loves the Jews 
and hates Nazi-fascism. 


‘But Roman Catholicism is not content 
with its control of the press. It insists on 
exerting its mastery over all means of 
communication. The movie industry has 


long since bowed before the ‘Sacred 
Cow.’ We have had pictures glorifying 
Father Flanagan, another’ eulogizing 


Father Duffy and now one is being made 
under Jesuit direction to depict Father 
Chisholm as a typically broad-minded 
priest. Meanwhile For Whom the Bell Tolls 
is being cut to pieces to please Franco. 
Even pictures released by the Office of 
War Information get in their subtle prop- 
aganda for Catholicism. One of its recent 
shorts depicts a Roman collar in the front 
ranks of the March of America. 


Latest and least noticed of the Roman 
conquests in America is infiltration into 
the field of radio. Censorship rulings of 
the Blue Network, for instance, keep from 
the public all facts that would reveal 
Catholic intrigues. Subtly worded to pro- 
tect the twin interests of Roman Catholi- 
cism and ‘Big Business’ is its Ruling # 6: 


“Statements which are derogatory to 
an individual, an institution, a group 
or an industry must be avoided.” 


“Derogatory”’ in a court of law has a 
strict legal meaning, but to a radio censor 
it means anything he wants it to mean; 
his interpretation in each individual case 
is arbitrary and final. 


In mid-February the National Broad- 
casting Company (NBC) established a 
new Department of Religion. Its director, 
Max Jordan, will have charge of all reli- 
gious broadcasting, including short-wave. 


Mr. Jordan is one of the best known 
Catholic publicists. For many years he has 
been a leader in the international field 
of Catholic Action. Half-Italian and Ger- 
man-educated, he was an intimate friend 
of Eugenio Pacelli (Pius XII) and other 
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leading church diplomats during the 
1920’s when the counter-reformation of 
Nazi-Fascism was being planned. He fre- 
quently spent week-ends at Maria Laach 
Monastery in the Rhineland, as did Franz 
von Papen, Hitler’s most trusted diplomat. 


PRIORITY PRIVILEGES FOR 
CATHOLICS 


IT SEEMS to have become an accepted 
rule that Government laws should pro- 
vide special privileges and exceptions for 
the Catholic church. On these grounds ex- 
emption from draft laws was secured for 
Catholic laymen employed as laborers or 
teachers in Catholic institutions, provided 
they ‘“‘belonged’’ even temporarily to a 
religious order. Priority violations to fur- 
nish metals for Catholic rosary beads, 
medals and church ornaments were also 
permitted. 


Where no special exception for Catho- 
lics is provided in a law, pressure is 
brought on Catholic governmental officials 
to find or invent a technical way of break- 
ing the law. An instance of this is found 
in Drew Pearson’s newspaper column of 
January 29. The following is from his 
column in the Waterbury (Conn.) Hvening 
Democrat: 


“The issue came up when the Cath- 
olic church asked Secretary Ickes for 
permission to build a chapel on the 
south rim of the Grand Canyon Na- 
tional Park. Ickes replied that it was 
contrary to Government policy to per- 
mit any one denomination to build on 
park land... 


Ickes thought this ended the matter; 
so he was surprised to find that during 
an absence from Washington his Under- 
secretary John J. Dempsey, now popu- 
lar Governor of New Mexico. had re- 
opened it. Dempsey had told the Bishop 
of Gallup, New Mexico, the Most Rev. 
Bernard T. Espelage, that a Catholic 
church could be built at Grand Canyon, 
it being understood that a Protestant 
church also could be built. However, 
no Protestant church wanted to build. 
But Dempsey went ahead and, without 
Ickes’ knowledge, asked the National 
Park Service to prepare preliminary 
sketches. 


Bishop Espelage came to Washington 
to make arrangements with Dempsey, 
and in March 1942, Dempsey authorized 
Supt. Bryan of the National Park Ser- 
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vice to permit construction of the 
chapel. 


By this time, Secretary Ickes found 
out that his Undersecretary had over- 
ruled him Shortly thereafter 
Ickes wrote a letter to the bishop that 
the construction of any church on Gov- 
ernment property was not in line with 
park policy. The matter is now closed.”’ 


Drew Pearson might have added that 
the matter is now closed only until the 
Catholic church finds it opportune to re- 
open it under a new Secretary of the In- 
terior. He could have added too that 
Dempsey’s subservience to the hierarchy 
helped secure him the governorship of 
New Mexico. 


SUPERSTITION IN THE AWVS 


AMERICAN WOMEN’S VOLUNTARY 
SERVICES, familiarly known as _ the 
AWVS, is a nationally known war organ- 
ization. Its San Francisco unit is headed 
by the Chairman of the Executive ‘Board, 
Mrs. Nion Tucker, a Catholic. It publishes 
a monthly periodical called News and Views 
edited by Mrs. Joseph O’Connor, also a 
Catholic. Its January 1943 issue serves 
as a transmission belt for the most super- 
stitious kind of Roman Catholic propa- 
ganda. From its two most prominent 
pages in the center of the booklet, we 
quote what is presented under the head- 
ing, ‘“‘Revelation of Our Lord Jesus 
Christ’’: 


“4 Copy of a Revelation and Prayer 
Found in the Holy Sepulcher of Our Lord 
Jesus Christ in Jerusalem, Preserved in 
a Silver Case by his Holiness. 


“Saint Elizabeth, Queen of Hungary, 
St. Mathild and St. Bridget desiring to 
know a few things about our Lord 
Jesus Christ’s Passion made more spe- 
cial prayers, after which our Lord ap- 
peared to them and spoke as follows: 
‘My beloved servants: Know that the 
armed soldiers were 150; those who 
brought me about tied up were 23; 
the bailiffs were 33, the blows I re- 
ceived on the head were 150, those on 
the chest 103; those on the back 80; 
I was dragged with ropes and by the 
hair 23 times... I shed 38,430 drops 
of blood. 


‘To everybody who recites every day 
7 ‘Paters,’ ‘Aves’ and ‘Glorias’ for 
15 years (in order to reach the number 
of the drops of blood shed by me) I will 
concede the five following blessings: 
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1. A Plenary Indulgence and the par- 
don of all his sins; 2. He will be freed 
from the pains of Purgatory; 3. If he 
or she die before the 15 years’ time is 
expired, the whole time will be al- 
lowed .. .”’ 


PAPAL INFLUENCE IN THE BRITISH 
FOREIGN OFFICE 


ARNOLD LUNN, English convert to Ro- 
man Catholicism, friend of Franco and 
champion of Catholic Fascism, was sent to 
South America last fall ‘‘on a secret mis- 
sion for the British Government,” ac 
cording to PM of September 15, 1942. 
Whatever his diplomatic mission may 
have been, it was secondary to his work 
as propagandist for Catholic Fascism. So 
open and unrestrained were his Fascist 
utterances that the British Foreign Office 
was forced to recall him. The British Week- 
ly at the beginning of this year carried 
the following comments from the pen 
of A. G. Secrett: 


“On October 7 the Daily Telegraph re 
ported a question in the House of Lords 
by Lord Marley and the reply by Lord 
Snell. It appears that ‘with the approval 
of the Foreign Office,’ Mr. Arnold Lunn 
was sent to South America, and that, 
posing as an authority on Spain, he 
suggested a fear lest victory for the 
United Nations should mean a victory 
for Communism ... What must be the 
effect in Russia when it is known that 
the British Foreign Office sent a Roman 
Catholic gentleman to America whos 
acknowledged mission could not but 
alarm our Russian Allies. 


We all know that many individual 
Roman Catholics are loyal to the Allied 
cause and are bearing their full share 
of the national effort and sacrifice. A 
man’s religion—in a Protestant cout 
try—is his own affair; but Papal inflr 
ence at work in the Foreign Office # 
another matter.

A WISE WARNING 


AMERICANS who have come to regard 
the Pope as sure to pull Italy out of the 
war to help a quick Allied victory, should 
consider the following:

They mustered 
no more than one-fifth of the elector- 
ate.”’

THE JESUITS of the University of Scran- 
ton held their first commencement ex- 
ercises on January 31 in the Wasonic 
Temple. Jesuit Father Nevils in his address 
made the usual attack on the “‘Godless- 
ness” of American public schools. 


A dead baby was found at the main post 
office in Chicago on Feb. 1. It had been 
mailed in a box from Boston. In the box 
were also a flowered cloth, a woman’s 
handkerchief and a religious medal. 


In support of the two-year extension of 
the Dies Committee in the House of Rep- 
resentatives on Feb. 11, Rep. Cox as- 
serted that Dies ‘“‘has had the full support 
of the American Legion, the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars and the Catholic church.” 


It is reported that all through his vic- 
torious 1,500 mile drive against Rommel 
in Egypt and Libya, General Montgomery, 
a North of Ireland Protestant, never omit- 
ted his daily Bible reading. 


Three men and a woman were recently 
arrested in New Jersey for Bingo fraud. 
They were accused and sentenced to pris- 
on for plotting to capture the ‘‘jackpot”’ 
by printing winning numbers on spurious 
cards at a bingo game in Holy Family 
Catholic church in Union City. 


Eberhard von Stohrer, recently-recalled 
Nazi Ambassador to Spain, was made “a 
Knight of the Order of the Grand Cross 
of Honor of Isabella the Catholic’? before 
he returned to Germany. 


Pierre Laval abolished the work of the 
Salvation Army in Nazi-controlled France 
on January 28. His pretext was that Pé- 
tain’s National Health program is suffi- 
cient for welfare purposes. 


Catholic Quisling of Bohemia, Emil 
Hacha., is blamed by the Czecho-Slovakian 
Government-in-Exile for the recent cruel- 
ties in Bohemia-Moravia that followed 
in the wake of the new total mobilization 
of manpower to aid the Nazi war effort. 
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Sister Elizabeth Kenny, famous for her 
new treatment of infantile paralysis cases, 
is not a nun; she is an Australian nurse 
now visiting the United States. 


J. B. Matthews, research worker of the 
Dies Committee at $7,200 a year is a 
friend of Father Coughlin. He wrote for 
Social Justice. His autobiography was sold 
at ‘Christian Front’ meetings along with 
Social Justice, the “Protocols of the Elderg 
of Zion” and other trash. 


Five of the wire and cable companies 
that paid fines in February for cheating 
the Government on $50,000,000 worth 
cable for the U. S. Navy now dominate 
the advisory committee of the newly reorm 
ganized Copper Division of the WPB (War 
Production Board). 


The N. Y. Sun of February 12 reports 
that Jesuit Father Bernard Hubbard 


(Alaskan explorer and Jesuit publicity 
agent) speaking in New York City under 
the auspices of the national Jewish soci- 
ety B’nai Brith said “that while the Allies 
realize Russia’s contribution to the war, 
it must be admitted that Russia is giving 


aid to Japan through the fishing treaty it 
maintains in Siberian waters.” 


Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen sitting next to 
Governor Dewey of New York at the Lin 
coln Day dinner of the National Republi 
can Club voiced the views of Eddie Rick- 
enbacker on Labor issues. According to 
the N. Y. Times of February 13, he said 
that “the young men in the armed ser 
vices on their return from the war would 
want jobs and would be entitled to them, 
whether they were members of a union 
or not.” 


Ernst ‘“‘Putzi’’ Hanfstaengel, former it 
timate friend and companion of Adolf 
Hitler, has been reported to be in the 
employment of a Government bureau ff 
Washington. He is a Roman Catholit 
According to the Overseas News Agenty 
of February 5 he was still on the payroll 
of the Nazi Government while in Londo, 
up to the outbreak of the war, while pre 
tending to be a fugitive from Hitler.
